Eabu Upendra Erisna Chakrayarti R. A. continued to hold chari^e 
of the Land Reyenue Office and Settlement Work 
throughout the year. He also assessed foreigners’ 
income tax and trading license fees during the year. He was on tom- 

for loti days. He was assisted by Nadia .singh B. A. Siib-Dejuity Col- 
lector, who ivas on tour for 7t days. 


2. Ttiere wen* four hitnnnqos and twenty eight cwo/v. as Ix-rort* 

/eauftiit;o9 and nineteen auih»t wei-e entrusted 
with their ordinary duties of seltlenient work All 
the n si wen* enij)loy«*d in tlie eadastral survey of the valley. In 
aiJdition one ti'niporary kaitinmo for t ui months and thiity aminit lor 
two months wen- (-rnplo.ved in the sui-vev. One ainin throughout the 

year and anotlier for three months w-ere also employed on seith-ment 
work in Jiribam. 


The cadastral survey of two circles and eh-ven villa»‘*s ol liaituin 
Pdiiu, comprising an area of about (>8 sijuare mill*', w-is l»e<r'in in 
January and the field work was nearly comjileted at the close oi the 
year under rejiort.

( 1,106-79 acres ) in the pi-eyious year w^ere measured in the t/anu/taiil 
survey and 917 bighas ( 303- Ik acres) as againsl S7I highas (287-9.3 

aere.s ) were relinquished. The net increase in tlie total area of retf/fttirtin 
land cultivated was .6, 097 highas ( l,SS3-3 acres). 

Owing to the death of some owners of maintenance land and tic 
transfer of areas previously reserved for muDierry ))Untdtions lo thi- 

elass of khas lands, there was a reduction of 139 highas a res ) 

in the special tenure land. 

In Jiril^am highas ( 1,366'36 acres) of land under regular 

settlement w'ere newly assessed to revenue, and 17 highas (.' 01 .teres i 

were relinquished. Tlie area held under one year’s lease was 01. "» inglux 
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( 203'* acres ) as against 704 highas ( 232-73 acres ) in the previous year. 
The settlement made good progrc'.s during the year under report. There 
were 34 villages as against 30 in fhe previous year. Two more villages 
have Veil surApyed, hut ns the ‘•ettlers in these villages have not as >et 
uiaile iij) liieir iniud to settle permanently they have been given one 
vear leases.

'I'he percentage of collection of the current revenue in the valley was 
>5 '68 as against h4-G3 in the previous year. 

The total receipts from the valley were Rs. 4,70,373 as against 
Rs. 1..60.ftll in the previous year. The arrears on the current demand of 
the valley at the close of the year were Rs. 04,809 and on the arrear 
(hunanu Rs. 72, .504. 

A sum of Rs. 0,672 was collected by th<‘ Mauzadar of JiriVm of 

which jds.6,979 w-as credited and Rs.693 retained by him as his commission. 

A further sum (»f Rs.622 on account of previous years collection 

AAas also cre(li(<*d during the jear. 

Arrears on the current demand of .firibam amoiuited to Rs.SOO and 
on the arrear demand Rs.lh. The ))alarice in the hands of the 

Mau/ilii- at the close of the year was Rs.l37. 

Of the outstanding Vlance of Rs. 9,631 of the agricultural loan, 

only Its. 1,813 Avas collected during the year. This is not satisfactory. 

0. R<*mission of revenue Avas granted as usual to the old and 

helpless. The total reinissiou granted in the valley 
during the year Avas R8.26,037, of which Rs. 6,371 

A\as granted from the current rcAcnue and Rs. 20,66(5 from the arteav 

demand. This latter item ineludtHl a large amount AAritten off as 

irre(!overable. In JiriVm a reinissiou of 1*8.65 was granted from the 
arre ar demand. 


7. CoerciAo measures in force in the valley are the sale of 
(lefauUiug estates and the imposition of a small 
line on those who tail to pay their revenue before 
tiie elo'-c of the UnanekU year. Jfor tV arrears of 1024-20 cases 



in rfispeot of 17,599 deffiullinsr were instituted for Iho purpose 

of realising RN.(iH,210, Of this amount 118.36,248 were milised before ihe 
date fixed for the sale of the eslales, Rs. 3,215 were realised 1).'\ sah- 
and IkS 7,219 wer<* reniilted as irretaneralde. Sale eases for tin realisatn n 
of Us, 21,537 from 5,828 defaulting estates Mere pending at the elos(> 
of the year. Altogether 11,771 sale eases were disposed of dnrinn the 
year. Ra. 0,957 including Rs. 78 from Jiribam were realised on aeeoniii 
of fines and credited under head Mi.scellaneous ”. 


8. Out of 7,987 ca.ses for disposal, 4,872 were disposed of during 
the year and 3,116 remained ]»endiMg as against

Jail, and the Uevenue Oflice, and to preserve inlernal peace. It aUo 
supjrhes a guard tif htrnour It* His Iliglint'ss the Maharaja, and esooiis 
for him and the I’resident of the Harbar, when iiecessar.v. Est'oits to 

guard prisoners en routt* from Imphal to adjacent British districts are also 

iakt'u I'loin this force. 

Ningthonjarn (Jolap Singh eonlinuwl to hold ehaigo as Sultadar Maj'i 
iluiing the .vva •. 
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The cost of the maintenanoe of the foroe WM Bi. 42,7fi3 as againat 
Bs. 37,1^6 in the previous year. 

As a result of the magisterial power exercised by the commandant , a 
1*1 riot discipline was maintained in the force throughout the year under report. 
The Jemadar and men sent to Sadiya for training, have returned after 
completing their course ; hut unfortunately one Jemadar has died since 
his return. A sports party consisting of 16 men of this force was sent 
to Silchar to compete in the annual Assam Rifles competition held there 
i.ii January. 

3. Nongmaithem TomchouT)a Singh, the Police Member of the 

C’Hii Polio® Darhar uas in charge of the Civil Police throughout 

the year. 

The strength of the C vil Po'iiee Fore© at the close of the year was 
Ihe same as in the previous year i. e. one Inspector, two Sub-Inspectors, 
six head constables, six writer constables and 32 constables. The Inspec- 
tor, the Sub-Inspectors and the writer constables were all Manipuris. Of 
Ihe head constables, two were (lurkhas and the rest Manipuris. With 
the exception of two Gurkhas and one upcountryrnan, all the eon- 

slabies were Manipuris, including one Maiiipuri Mahomedan. 

There is only one thana in the valley, situated at TmpbaJ. No change 
was made in its jurisdiction or powers. There are also four outposts, 

one of which is situated at Sengmai in the north of the valley. The 
three others are situated on the three main roads leading into the valley, 
of which the one at Mao is the most important as it controls the Dimapur 
road. The outposts at Tairelpokpi and Pallel respectively control the 
C’achar ami Burma roads. 

In the Jiribam sctthnient, wh<»re foreigners predominate, the Mauzadar 
was authoris(‘d by the Polituvil Agent to take any action permitted by 
the Code rf Criminal Procedure or the Police Act V of 1861 to an 

Inspector of Police. 

The discipline of the force M'as on the whole satisfactory. Two 
eoiistables, as against eight in the previous year, were departmentally 
punished. The inspector, one head constable, one writer constable and 
four eoiistables were given money rewards. 

In addition Id the above one Sub-Inspector and three constables are 
attached to the Political Agency to preserve order in the British Restr\e. 

In the valley, crime showed a tendency to increase again, in the 
absence of cholera. There were IT) I thefts reported to the police as 
against 110 in Ihe previous yeai*. All of these with the exception of 
one were true but in 114 cases there was no clue. The total number of 
ofl'f'uoes committed was 346 as against 170 in the previous year, but of 
these a large iiumlier were for illicit export of cattle for which 93 
IH'rsons were convicted during the year under report, and the apparent 
increase in thi< (*:ise is due to the police showing a little more energy 
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in pfosefiuting. Two persons vere apprehended in oonneotion with a 
murder case. They were tried after the close of the year, eonvicted 
and sentenced, one to death and the other to transportation for life. 
The seutcncdS have not as yet been confirmed by His Hij^hness or the 
Government. One case of robbery was veport'id in connection with which 
two persons were apprehended and convicted. The proportion of conviction 
to arrest as well as to the number sent up for trial ha/s increased. 
The number of cattle reported as lost but not recovered was 206 as 
ai^inst 3l8 in the previous year. There is no doubt that the iwajoriiy 
of tfaeee were stolen. 


In Jiribam there was a case of rioting which resulted in the 
conviction of 14< persons in the court of the Political Ap;ent. One burg- 
lary was also committed in Jiribam. but there was no c’u *. 


In the hills the total numl)er of olTences reported was 116 as against 
li2 in the previous jear. There wore only eight thefts recorded at 
against 19 in the previous year. There was a further reduction in the 
number of offences recorded under the head “ contempts of the lawful 
.luthority of the public servants there being 88 as against 46 in the 
jweviouB year.

6, There was no change in the number or constitution of the court.s 
, , ^ either in the valle\ or in the hilN. The Cherap 

and Sadar Panchnyet courts have si\ Atembers each, 
and the Rural Panchayet five memlwws. They sit as a bench to hear 
cases which are decided by the verdict ol the majority. They try 
civil cases in which all fhe parties are IManipuris. They also try 
criminal cases, but the Rural Panchayets have no power to impose 
wntenees of * imprisonment. Appeals from these courts lie to the Cherap, 
which also hears original civil and criminal cases which are beyond the 
power of the subordinate courts. 


As regards the hills, the President has powers equivalent to those of 
a distriol uiagistraic aad the Sub-divisional Officers have powers equivaleui 
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to thuhe of Bub-diviSional magibtratos who alno magintrateB of the 

first class under the Indian Grimiitai I’rocedure Oiide 1898. 

Appc'fils ill fi\il -aud criminal caM:-. thu >rd«r of a hub- 

(livitJionjil (dlna'r, v\K<‘u adiui‘‘hibi(“, lie to tUo i*i“e.sidout. Appeals ajjauist 
the o’*dcV of the -President in criminal cases, when admissible, lie to 
ihr Political A*f^ent. There is no appeal against the order of the 

Prasideril in civil oases. 

The Darbar is the highest original and appellate Civil and Criminal 
Court for all oases in which the Mnnipuri population alone is concerned. 

I’liere is no appeal from its decisions, but His Higbiiess, subject to 
approval of Ibe Political Agent, may remit punishment and revise decisions. 

During tiie year the Radar i*anchayet, the Rural Panchaytsts, the 
Cherap arid the Darbar, respectively disposed of 95, 505, 394, and 

11-8 accused persjns out of 107, 622, 403 and 14H persons brought 

b ‘Tyre them. 

As appellate (yiurts, the Cherap and the Darlwir respectively received 
36 and 60 criminal appeal petitions of which 36 and 44 were disposed 
of. 10 petitions were preferred to ills llii;hnes8 against the order of 

the Darbar^ all but one of which were disposeil of. 

3,424 original civil suits were instituted in the Cherap and Pancha>et 

courts of which 128 were on account of landed property a.s against 92 

of the previous year, and 1,927 were money suits as against 1,092 in 
the previous year. 09 original civil .suits as against l-t in the previous 

year were tiled in the court of the Darbar, being suits in which the 

relations or servants of His Highness the Maharaja or servants of the 
Royal family wore concerned. Of those, two were on account of landed 
property, and 23 were on account of money transactions. Out of 3,600 

suits for disposal by the Darbar, Cherap and Panchayet Courts 3,418 

were dispo.^ed of during the year. The majority of civil cases concerning 
land are dispased of in the Land Revenue court by the Officer iu 

charge of Land Revenue Office from whose decisions appeal lies to 

tin* Pivsif|(M>t and from him to TTis Highness. 

The total value of suits of all Jvinds insiituteo in valley courts was 
Rs. 2,03,800 as against 3,75,007 in the previous year. The average 

duration of a ca.se was 2 months and three days. .699 applicatiull^ 
j-eferriiig to evccutioii of decrees for a sum of Rs. 40,029 were receiv'd 
by these courts and 037 referring to a sura of ife. 40,475 viere 

disposed of. 

Of the 321 civil appeals liefore the Darbar, 290 w'ere disjiosed of. 
The Cherap had on their file 207 civil appeal suits, of which 290 were 
•cispjscd of,

prisoners escaped. Nine prisoners were js'captiired. 

On 31st March 1926 there were 132 male convicts, three male iiiuh r- 
trial prisoners, one male civil prisoner and one male and one female 
liiiiatie in the Jail, Of the 13H inmates. 115 were Mam purls, 20 hi1l-ni' n, 
and two foreigners. The foniale was a hill-wornan. 

As in the previous year, convict prisoner was employc'd on Sla « 
iind Town Fund works, for which payment was made according to w'ork 
done. Labour was also supplied for certain works at the rate of three 
annas jier head per day. L.il)our for certain works in the palace 
w as free. 


During the year a sum of Hs. 8,002 was ereditisl on aeeouiil wf 
inaiiuiactiiKsl articles and garden priKliicts. Hs. 1,377 was expended <>ii 
raw mateiials and Hs. 2,732 was credited on account of extramural 
Jail lalHHir.

CHAPTER IV. 

PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

The total rainfall of the y(3ar was above normal. The cultiva'ion of 
rice was hampered by the excessive rain of May 

anti July as well as by a shortage of rain in June. 

The dry weather of October and Ntjvember also afiftHdod the outturn of 

rice. The rice crop may be rtjekoned as a 12 annas crop. The area ujider 
rice ctiltivation in the valley was estitnatod at 6,31,000 bighas or 
J. 75, 637 acres. 

In addition to rice, which is the staple crop of Manipur, sugarcane, 
peas, tobactio, w'hcat, several kinds of pnl.st's, mustard, potatoes and chillies 
are grown in the valley. The outturn of .sugarcane and potatoes was fair. 
All the other crops \x5re bad. 

During the year a rain gauge was established at Ohnrachandpiir, which 
rccordt'd 3(J tO inches of rain from Auirnst to March. Th(‘ rice crop was 

liood in all the hill ar^jas except in the Tho ihal, lhang, and IChuga \al)<>.V"s 
III the Thoubal and lhang valleys it was 1 1 imaged by excessive rain, while 
ill the Khuga valley the rainfall was ins ifficient. In the lillagcs near 
I’khrul, the wet rice crops were exceptionally good. In the N<»rth-West 
hub-division wot rice cultivation was tried; but the hill-men of this area ar“ 
in some ways the most b,uskward of all. and have not as yet been persuaded 
to diverge from their traditional methods of cultivation. .Ihum (uvltivation 
was good cveryw'here in the North-East and South-\^ est areas. In the 
Nol•th-Wc^t area it suTered from unsea.sonable rain in Februarv and March. 

exjjerimcnt.il purposes, grain, wheat, barley and oats were cultivated at 
C'lv.iraciiandpiir and in the North-We.st Subdivision. The crops were fairly 
li kkI. 'I'he experimental fruit garden at Churachandpur made good progress 
d iring the year under report. Many kinds of fruit trees have also been 
jdanted in the North-West area. 

As in the previous year, the villagers w^ere employtxl in destroying watt'r- 
h\acinth in their respective villages, but their labour does not seem to 
h ive Im'cii attendefi with any appreciable result. During the early part of 
f 1C r.i’ns, after some heavy showers it w^as foind that a stream near 
I nphal was almost mitirely blocked by the pest. This caused flooding of 
liic a!l.iacent fields and roads remained under water for days togelhn*. 

2. The average price of unskilled day labour in the valley is four annas 
a day and in the hills forced labour is also paid for 
at the same rate.

Consequently pric-s 
rose so rapidly that a dangerous situation w »s created, and evpor) of rice 
had to be closed again on February 1st. 


Weaving is a considerable industry in Manipur. It is entindy carried 
on by woni«n. The lo.)ms in general use are i>riniiti\c aid entail unneces- 
sary labour. Manipuri mooga is scarce. Weaving of .silk clotJi wuh 
imported yarns is increasing.

They treat free of charge any animal 
brought to the dispensary or shown to them during their tours. During 
the year, 1,0(18 animals were treated in the dispensary as against 2,(139 in 
the j)rt*vioiis year, and ot7 on tour as against 143 in the previous year. 

Poot-and-mouth disease was reported from four villages, all of which 
were visited in time by one or other of the Veterinary Assistants, No 
deaths from this disease were reported. Nine deaths among ponies and 
two deaths among cattle from Anthrax, and 54* deaths among cattle from 
Haemorrhagic-Septicaemia were reported. Surra was responsible for S3 
deaths among ponies.
